Washington, Jan. 31.—Postmaster 


General Burleson today submitted a 
report to the senate with the recom- 
mendations of the departmental com- 
mittee appointed, by him to. invest! 
gate the practicability of government 
ownership of telephone and telegraph 
lines. 
. 


The report declared that "the only 
way to afford to the people the com 
plete and modern postal facilities tha( 
the constitution makes it the duty of 
the government to provide" is by car- 
rying out these , suggestions: 
Ownership Suggestions. 
"1—That congress declare a govern- 
ment monopoly over all telegraph, tel- 
ephone and radio communication anc 
such other means, for the transmission 
of intelligence as may hereafter de- 
velop; 
"2—That congress acquire by pur- 
chase at appraised value the commer- 
cial telephone network 
lexcept 
the 
farmer lilies; 
"3—That congress authorize the 
postmaster gen&ral to issue in his dis- 
oretipn and under such regulations as 
he may prescribe, revokable licenses 
for • the operation, by private indi- 
viduals, associations, companies and 
corporations, of the telegraph service 
and such parts of the telephone ser- 
vice as may not be required by the 
government." 
The recommendations were accom- 
panied by statistical information col- 
lected after one of the most exhaust- 
ive investigations undertaken by the 
pos.tpffice department. 


United States Backward. 
The report states that the United 
States is "alone oE the leading na- 
tions which has left to private enter- 
prise the ownership and operation of 
the telegraph and telephone facilities" 
'and that practically, all of the econo- 
nliBts who have treated the subjpr 
are agreed that telegraph and tele- 
phone facilities should be controlled 
by the government. 
He declared further that Theodore 
N. Vail, president of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, by 
his statement that the telephone busi- 
ne.ss must be '.'under common con- 
trol" .and "sufficiently strong to con- 
stitute practically one system, inter- 
communicating, interdependent, uni- 
versal" has himself pointed out that 
the most .efficient telephone service 
can be attained only under a condi- 
tion of monopoly.

The revised list of victims and res 
cued showed that of the forty-one per 
sons whose lives were lost nineteen 
were passengers'and twenty-two were 
members of the crew. Of the ninety 
nine persons saved th'irty-nine were 
passengers and .sixty were members 
of the crew. 


Preliminary Steps. 
Preliminary steps for beginning the 
federal investigation were taken early 
today on instructions from the depart- 
ment of commerce at Washington.

the catastronhe. The inquiry will be 
directed along three distinct lines as 
follows:

OUR SATURDAY NIGHT. 


At the third anroial dinner of the 


Bucktail Boy Scout troop at Bala, Pa., 
a gold watch -was awarded to the boy 
•who had written the test essay on 
the subject "Father and Son and What 
They Owe Each Other." 
The watch 


went to Alexander H. Holcombe, age 
fourteen. 
This is the boy's essay: 
"Honor thy father and thy mother" 
and "Children obey your parents," are 
two laws from the Bible -which sum 
up that which a boy owes bis father. 


Obedience is the greatest duty o£ a 


boy to his father. If a boy obeys and 
respects his father he will surely 
make a good man, and when the time 
comes he -will be able to meet the 
world fairly and squarely; A boy 
should obey his father as a soldier 
obeys his commander and never ques- 
'*ion his orders. He should also 
honor his father and be grateful for 
anything which is done for him. 
A father should be grateful for the 


honor which his son gives him. He 
should give PJI interest to the boy's 
games, collections and many other 
things which his son enjoys. As a 
father has had more experience in 
the different lines of work and play, 
a boy should take his father's correc- 
tions and not make the same mis- 
takes again. A father should set a 
good example for his son. He should 
never do or say that which he would 
not like his son to do or say. 
If a boy does what his father asks 


and the father takes an interest in 
the boy's affairs, the world will see a 
great change. 
Alwavs remember that: 
"Like father like son" is a saying 


so true. The world will judge largely 
of father by you-" 


This little essay from' a fourteen 
year "old boy,' expresses, perhaps, bet- 
ter than the average boy could do it, 
the. sentiment which every normal 
boy entertains toward his father. 


The question of obedience dates 


back to early childhood; in fact about 
the first impression which memory re- 
tains is the arbitrary law of obedi- 
ence, and some of these impressions 
are so lasting that they stay by us 
even down to the era of second child- 
hood. 
The old grandfather who thinks 


that his grandson is enjoying too 
much liberty, and likely to go to the 
bad because of over-indulgence, re- 
calls the time spent in the wood-shed 
doing penance for trifling offenses. 


There comes a time in the life of 
every boy, however loyal he may be, 
when obedience becomes irksome, and 
if he don't demand it, he feels that he 
is entitled to know why he should 
obey. 
This is the age when reason dawns, 


and the mind begins to ask questions. 
The age when the free and easy out- 
door life is more attractive than the 
school-room, and when, if the boy is 
held in school, that some other means 
than compulsion must be employed. 


The state made a mistake in plac- 


ing the employment age limit for boys 
at sixteen, for experience demon- 
strates that the average boy of four- 
teen can not be compelled to go to 
school, and as a result, our larger cit- 
ies are developing a class of loafers 
who are willing to work, if they were 
permitted to do so. 
This restless age of indifference to 


school and parental authority is some- 
thing for which the boy is not re- 
sponsible, and while the mother may 
succeed in holding him steady, until 
his feet are planted on firmer ground, 
the influence" of the fSther, if intelli- 
gently directed, is of vital importance. 


The" trouble with too many boys, is 
that they practically have no father. 
The man about the house, who is the 
bread-wioner, often has but little time 
to devote to the family/ and the aver- 
age father entertains the notion that 
the training of the children belongs 
to the wife and'mother. 


This is a mistaken notion, for how- 


ever competent the mother may be, 
the boy is standing close to the 
threshold of a man world, and when 
the father represents anything to him, 
he • represents an ideal.- 
More than this, he longs for com- 
panionship, and no comrade comes 
quite as close to ^he boy as the fath- 
er .who-is-in love-and sympathy with 
him. 


The boys who emerge from the rest- 


less ag»-a8-"Bissy-" boys... are the boys 
who h>ve ihe reputation of being tied 
to their mothers' apron strings, and 
who never discovered that their fath- 
ers had., any strings that they could 


home. The boy who has been brought 
up on a diet of "don'ts"—as too many 
boys have—and who was disappointed 
when a cuff did not follow the word 
of command, finally reaches an age 
•where a reason must bo given to in- 
sure obedience, and this a wise father 
is ever ready to give. . 
The Scout boy expressed a great 
truth when he said: "If a boy does 
what his father asks"—not what he 
commands—and the father takes an 
interest in the boy's affairs, the world 
will see a great change." 


Someone said, not long ago, in writ- 


ing about boys, that character was 
largely formed before the age of four- 
teen, and that the home was entirely 
responsible for the men of the next 
generation. 


This is a grave responsibility, yet 
the statement is not overdrawn. The 
boy who is held steady to his course 
by loving care and thoughtful con- 
sideration, until judgment develops,' is 
not likely to go wrong, and the father 
has much to do with the steadying 
process. 


When the average boy arrives at 
the'age where he can stand on his 
feet, and is ready to leave school from 
the grades, as most of them do, the 
best place for him to 
career, is not always 
two or three reasons.

In the first place he naturally feels 
that he wants to adopt his father's 
calling so far as an occupation is con- 
cerned, and this is often suicidal. 
may or may not be adapted to He 


the 
work, and adaptability has much to 
do with destiny. 


If he is a mechanical genius, give 
him mechanics, and if he is a born 
salesman, find a place for him in com- 
mercial life. The cause of many fail- 
ures is in trying to fit a square peg 
to a round hole. 


Another reason is that the boy 


needs the rough and tumble experi- 
ence that can only be had away from 
home environments, to test his metal 
both morally and mentally. He needs 
to learn that seven o'clock in the 
morning don't mean seven-thirty and 
he needs to work hard so that'nine 
o'clock at night finds him in bed. ' 


The time was when advancement

Granting the motion of non-suit on 
the grounds of insufficient evidence 
to warrant the progress- of the trial,

muskrat, the few mink, skunks and 
other native 
fur brearing 
animuls 
have been abandoned although it is 
ideal weather for out of door life. 
Not that the animals are scarcer but 
that the prices are not high enough 
to make it a good paying proposition. 
While few know it, Janesville' is 
one 
of the 
important fur 
buying 
points in the middle northwest. One 
firm alone has on hand something 
like ten thousand dollars worth of 
lurs purchased at prices far under 
those paid last year. Some of them 
are rare finds and bring go.od prices 
,on the laree markets but in the pres- 
ent unsettled condition of prices ciue 
to the warm weather, they are not 
worth as much as formerly. Local 
trappers always sell in Janesville and 
even wolf hides are 
found 
in 
the 
stock of the local buyers. 
Prices on all kinds of furs have 
been demoralized, falling to such a 
low point that trapping has brought 
very little profit to Rock county hunt- 
ers, where it is done .only on a small 
scale. Kennedy and Lake, buyers 
here, have 
received over twenty 
thousand'rats during the year. The 
top price for the pelts averaged 
twenty-flve cents, while in past years 
muskrats were worth from fifty 'o 
seventy-five cents and one year when 
the fur market was flooded with 
"river mink" furs, which are made 
from selected muskrat backs, the rat 
hides were worth one dollar. There 
has been very little active demand 
for these hides in the big buying cen- 
ters and the district buyers are all 
holding them over for better prices 
which are expected in the spring. 
Mink have also fallen in price, al- 
though this fur is always popular and 
very few have been received at the 
Janesville markets. The seven hun- 
dred' that were purchased here were 
bought at prices ranging from three 
to sjx dollars, about Sour dollars be- 
ing the standard price.

Now we come .to the problem, how 
can we establish clean-imouths, sound 
teeth and the tooth-brush habit? To 
try and fill the/Jfetli- of the children 
in our public scfiools is a noble char- 
ity, but an endless chain. Hardly one- 
tenth of the population of, a country 
such as ours could find a sufficient 
number of dentists to fill their teeth. 
I believe it to be a conservative esti- 
mate to 'say that the children found 
in the first five grades in our schools 
would average not less than six good 
sized cavities in their teeth. You can 
roughly estimate the immense amount 
of work there would be for a corps 
of dentists to cope with such. a task 
as" filling their teeth. 


"But let us assume that it is pos- 
sible to fill these teeth and save them 
for the time being, how are we to 
prevent a recurrence of decay as well 
as the check of the flood with the 
children coming to the school from the 
primary grades every year? 
Surely 
every dentist knows that the 'tooth 
brush alone .will not stop it, and every 
dentist knows as well as the parents 
how difficult it is to induce children 
to properly brush their teeth and take 
care of their: mouths as they should. 
Would it not' be better to evolve a 
system for the prevention of dental 
lecay and the establishment of clean 
mouths <than try to cope 
with the 
hopeless task of filling thousands of 
decayed teeth? I am heartily in sym- 
pathy with the scheme that every citv 
should have, a dental clinic for the 
school children for the relief of pain, 
and I believe it is inhuman in this 
twentieth century to allow the 'poorer 
classes of children to suffer as they 
do from toothache.

Wonderful Spot Has Been Managed 


by- a Woman, While Sons Grew 
Up—Books Are Kept. 


Because it is interesting to set 
farm in operation and because any 
one with an open mind may lear 
much from seeing how another man 
ages a farm, it was with pleasur 
that the writer accepted the invita 
tion- for an over night visit to a farn 
home situated about three miles from 
Janesville. 
As one approaches this farm he i 
impressed by the evidences of thrif 
in the well kept fences and buildings 
Its three hundred acres are admira 
bly located on the edge of beautifu 
Rock prairie, and the cultivated Ian 
is prairie, but enough of the land i 
in wood lot to insure sufficient woo 
for cooking and also for heating th 
big house. 
The house and farm buildings ar 
located on a little rise of ground an 
the wide lawn slopes from the nous 
to-the road. The generous breadt 
of lawn is in keeping with the acreag 
of the farm and shows that beaut 
lias not been sacrificed to utility. Na 
live trees have been left in just th 
right places, great burr oaks, butter 
nuts and elra, and these are suppl 
mented by others which have 
been 
planted and by shrubbery at the bor 
ders. 
The farm has for many years bee 
managed by a woman. Whether o 
not this accounts for the combination 
of beauty and utility we are unabl 
to say. During these ytars the tw 
sons have been growing to manhood 
and now, having taken 
the 
shor 
course in -agriculture at the state 
university;, and the mother liavint 
married, she has help, and the man 
agement is the happy one of family 
co-operation. 
A system of farm bookkeeping i 
practiced which shows expenditure 
and receipts, so the financial stand 
ing is no guess work. 
The main business of the farm i 
dairying, there being fifty head o 
stock in the barn. The breed kept i 
short horn a dual purpose breed; bu 
the sons believing that better result 
may be obtained from a strictly dairy 
breed, are advocating a change to the 
Guernseys, which change is now in 
progress. 
Thirty cows 
are 
being 


milked, yielding a large amount daily 
The milk is sold in Janesville to a 
dealer at $1.75 per hundred in winter 
with an average price of about $1.55 
for the year. The milk is weighe( 
each day at the farm and if for anj 
reason there is falling off in the num 
ber of pounds the cause of such fall 
ing off is 
immediately 
reached for 
£nd removed. In this way it is pos 
sible to keep up the milk supply. 
For roughage the cows are 
fed 
clover hay and corn stover The sue 
culent feed consists of about a peck 
of beets per day for each cow Corn 
meal and bran complete the ration 
which would be classified as a wide 
ration. The cows are watered twice 
a day from a tank in the yard filled 
by a gasoline engine. -Though some 
authorities claim that watering cows 
once a day is sufficient, experience on 
this farm proves that more milk is 
obtained from watering twice a day. 


All the feed for the herd excepting 
the bran is produced upon the farm 
and the raising of clover hay cuts 
down the bill for bran by furnishing 
a large share of the necessary pro- 
tein. This is in the future to be in- 
creased by the use of alfalfa if plans 
work out satisfactory, and an acre 
has already been put into this valua- 
ble crop, with more in prospect. 
There is also raised upon this farm 
pedigreed grain, Wisconsin No 12 in 
corn, Oderbrucker barley and Cluster 
oats. The surplus over what is con- 
sumed on the farm is disposed of for 
seed and in the market. A fanning 
mill, or grain grader, which removes 
light grain, weed seeds or seeds of 
other grains, is used, to insure clean 
gram for seed or market, it was an 
interesting sight to view the bins of 
this beautiful grain. 


The bara is a modern one, having 
been built within ten years. It is 36 
feet wide by 10S feet long, with a 
high, well lighted cement basement 
and a driveway leading through the 
center.
